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Cairns gets bail on 
historic sex charges

Police have charged a prominent St. 
Catharines businessman and philanthro¬ 
pist with 24 historical sex offences. 

Officers arrested Jeffrey Cairns, 60, last 
Tuesday after an investigation involving 
allegations of child sex offences. 

Cairns was charged with eight counts of 
sexual assault, eight counts of sexual inter¬ 
ference and eight counts of invitation to 
sexual touching. Niagara Regional Police 
said there is just one victim. 

Cairns is president of Charlesway Corp. 
Ltd., a private investment firm based in St 
Catharines, and was a member of Brock 
University’s board of trustees. 

An NRP spokesperson said police had 
nothing further to add at this time. 

A call to the family home went unan- 

After a hearing last Wednesday, Cairns 
was released on $10,000 bail with a 
number of conditions, including that he 
reside at the family cottage or the home of 
a business associate and friend. He is pro¬ 
hibited from visiting public pools, parks, 

centres and from being in the company of 
children under the age of 16. 

His lawyer, David Kerr, said he had no 
comment as he left the courthouse.
